Senator LaFollette then read 
into the record the minutes of a 
meeting of the board of directors 
of the Associated Farmers held in 
1934 at which Cook reported on 
Southern California activities. 

Other documents were then pro- 
duced to show that support of the 
Associated Farmers was pushed in 
the Exchange, and that the mem- 
bers of the latter were asked to 
make a voluntary contribution of 
25 cents per car to the former or- 
ganization. 

It was revealed that in 1935 the 
citrus industry contributed $3,500 
to the Associated Farmers, and 
$3,200 of this came from affiliates 
of the Exchange. 

During 1938 and 1939 the Ex- 
change contributed a total of $15,000 
to the Associated Farmers. 

It has also been shown that the 
Exchange was instrumental in 
forming the Orange County Pro- 
tective Association during the 1936 
strike, the purpose of which was 
to “protect the sheriff” against civil 
Suits based on injuries inflicted by 
his deputized guards.

N.M.U. Signs Tanker 


Pact With Mallory 


Agreement Cracks Anti-Union Front of Oil Com- 
panies; Wage Scale Brings Gains to 
Nearly All Employed by Line 


A tanker agreement which cracks the anti-union front 
created by the Standard Oil Co. against the National Mari- 
time Union was signed yesterday with the C. D. Mallory 
Co. by Joseph Curran, N.M.U. president. 

The agreement is the first to be signed by the union 


with any of the four p 
whose ships were struck on April 
17 last year.

The previous agreement expired 
March 31 last year and Standard 
Oil of New Jersey, Socony Vacuum, 
Mallory and Tidewater Oil refused 
to renew the agreements. 

Since the men have returned to 
the ships a union committee headed 
by Pat Lawrenson has been nego- 
tiating with the owners. 

The wage scales set by the con- 
tract give ordinary seamen $65 a 
month, able seamen $85 and bos'ns 
$100. In the engine department the 
wipers will get $75, firemen $85, 
oilers, watertenders $92.50 and ma- 
chinists $115. 

SETS OVERTIME WAGE 

The classification of messboy is 
eliminated in the agreement and 
messmen will get $65 a month, a 
chief steward will receive $140 and 
cooks are to get -$120 a month. 

Overtime wages are set at 75 
cents an hour and $1 an hour will 
be paid crews for tank cleaning. 

The contract has until April, 1941 
to run. It provides contains a no- 
strike, no lockout clause and spe- 
cial provision for settlements of 
crew grievances. 

There is a six step process by 
which complaints are to be settled.

AFL Shipbuilding 
Official Quits to 
Join CIO Union 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 19 (FP P.). 
~—James J. Breslin resigned here 
Jan. 16 as president of the Navy 
Yard Metal Trades Council (AFL) 
to join the Industrial Union of 
Marine and Shipbuilding Workers 
(CIO). He had held the post two 
years and his term would have ex- 
pred in April: 

“My decision,” Breslin said, “is 
not based upon any animosity to- 
ward any individual, but upon my 
personal conviction that craft 
unionism does not serve the spe- 
cial needs of government workers 
in the navy yards. The constant 
bickering and jurisdictional fric- 
tion between the various crafts cer- 
tainly have prevented amicable 
solutions to the problems of the 
workers.”

Labor Productivity Up 
2.7 Per Cent in USSR 
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(By Cable te the Daily Worker) 

MOSCOW, Jan. 19.—A preliminary summary of 
the heavy machinebuilding industry's accomplishments 
in 1989 today showed that labor productivity increased 
21.7 per cent last year instead of the scheduled 14.8 
per cent. 

This was of great importance for Soviet industry, 
particularly since the number of workers in enterprises 
under the People’s Commissariat of Heavy Machine- 
building Industry were less than in 1938. 

Nonetheless gross production increased 13.7 per 
cent, and the average monthly wage of workers em- 
ployed by this commissariat rose 9.8 per cent last year.

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No Fury Like a Scorned 
Mannerheim Panhandler 


In her column yesterday, one could almost 


see Dorothy Thompson with a cat-o’-nine- 
tails lashing out at the American people be- 
cause they don’t fall for the help-Manner- 
heim panhandling of Hoover and the Roose- 
velt administration. 

She raved and frothed at the mouth be- 
cause widespread protests have forced the 
war-loan boys in Congress to stand up and 
take notice. Everyone has been “raising 
money for Finnish relief, except the Com- 
munists,” she rages. 

Actually, Dorothy Thompson is trying to 
whip up an enthusiasm for Mannerheim 
among the common people, which isn’t there. 
She’s sore at the increasing protests which 
have come from labor and progressive or- 
ganizations against loans to Mannerheim. 
All those who don’t work up an enthusiasm 
for the Finnish war loans, she proceeds to 
pin a red-baiting label on them. That indeed 
is the technique of the totalitarian who 
wants to silence all opposition—to war. Not 
even a person’s opinions would be his own. 

Another exemplary contribution to peace 
was made two days ago when a group of 
outstanding New York actors fought this 
totalitarian technique and refused to play in 
a benefit for “Finnish relief.” They answered 
a torrent of red-baiting by calling attention 
to “needy Americans first” and by pointing 
out that the funds asked for “Finland” would 
more than pay for the WPA theatre which 
the reactionaries wiped out last summer. 
These same reactionaries are howling for 
millions to “Finnish relief.” 

When the American people want peace 
and oppose war loans—Dorothy Thompson 
calls it a Communist plot.“ When the work- 
ers fight for WPA jobs and relief—that be- 
comes a Communist “plot.”

The high school shrinkage shows that 
families cannot afford it—their sons and 
daughters are tramping the streets looking 
for work to keep the wolf away. (A White 
House conference report said yesterday that 
two out of every three children come from 
families living on an income below a decent 
standard of living.) 

First the Tribune and its Wall Street 
chiefs deny the employment necessary to 
send children to school, then they want to 
hack the schools to pieces on the ground that 
students don’t attend. Such “arguments” 
only expose the rottenness and destructive- 
ness of the capitalist system. 

The same vicious circle is used on ele- 
mentary schools. High registration is used 
to “justify” overcrowding; low registration 
to “justify” school slashes. The plan is to 
cut down on education for the common people 
going and coming. 

The people have to cut through the ab- 
surd “theories” of the Tribune “economy” 
crowd and struggle harder than ever for 
adequate schools. While the city Board of 
Education reflected public sentiment by call- 
ing for a restoration of all services, it put 
some of the most vital of these needs in a 
supplementary budget which it declines to 
press. Full support should be given to the 
demands of the Teachers Union (A. F. of L.) 
one of which urged Mayor LaGuardia for a 
$2,000,000 deficiency appropriation to con- 
tinue the schools with an adequate teaching 
staff. 


The trade unions, parent-teacher groups, 
and the public must rely on their own inde- 
pendent strength to achieve full restoration 
of state aid. Gov. Lehman should hear from 
them by resolutions, telegrams and letters to 
Albany. 


How the ‘Anti-Alien’ 
Bills Work 


© The diabolical character of the so-called 
anti-alien bills is revealed sharply by what 
is happening to the federal low-rent housing 
program. 

For not only has the House Appropria- 
tions Committee proposed a $5,000,000 cut 
in housing funds, but Rep. Woodrum (execu- 
tioner of the WPA last year) has proposed 
that all “aliens” be barred from houses built 
with federal money. This strikes at the very 
heart of the housing program, for it is be- 
ing used as a basis for cutting down on hous- 
ing appropriations. The effect is to intensify 
the scandalous housing conditions of all 
slum-dwellers, American-born and foreign- 
born. 


If Woodrum can get away with his “anti- 
alien” restrictions on housing, how long will 
it be before other American minority groups 
can be barred? If it can be done on housing, 
why not on other federal social measures? 


The Roosevelt administration has set the 
stage for Woodrum’s proposal by its “war 
emergency” economy and by J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver’s “alien spy” hysteria. As a result, the 
vicious Starnes “alien deportation” bill is 
now in à Congressional Conference Commit- 
tee, and needs only the signature of the 
President to become a law. The defeat of 
this measure and Woodrum’s proposal will 
be a major blow to the “anti-alien” drive 
which is now being used to curtail housing 
and to prepare the country for war. Protest 
to your Senator, Congressman and to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt urging a veto of the Starnes 
bill, and full housing appropriations. 


The Youth Want Jobs—FDR 
Offers Bayonets 


„The war program of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration comes out in full bloom in con- 
nection with the search for a new head of 
the CCC camps. — 
This revealing dispatch el in the 
press the other day from Washington: 
“Despite earlier denials, the administration 
is flirting with the idea of militarizing the CCC 
camps on a ‘voluntary’ basis... . As far as the 
President is concerned, he has already favored 
the army and navy at the expense of the CCC. 


This is an expression of the brazen policy 
of the Administration to compel the youth 
to choose between starving at home or dying 
in the trenches. For the President not only 
cut the CCC camps, he proposes a $15,000,-

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Rose Clique of Warmongers in New Move 


To Disrupt ALP and Smash Civil Rights

Failing in one method after an- 
other to completely wreck the 
American Labor Party, the Rose- 
Dubinsky-Antonini clique has hit 
upon another scandalous scheme. 

They have filed a court order for 
the expulsion of 99 ALP mmebers 
in 21 Assembly Districts on the 
ground that they are Communists. 
We do not know whether any of 
those are Communists — neither is 
that the real issue. For this is a 
grave attack upon civil and polit- 
ical rights, not only of ALP mem- 


bers but of all other citizens. It is 
a continuation of the drive against 
the ALP rank and file which the 
Rose cabal launched when they 
stampeded a war-making resolution 
through a meeting last October. 

Particularly now it is an attempt 
to intimidate all those rank and 
file ALP members who recognize 
that the democratic rights of the 
Communists must be defended if 
their party is to be strong and 
united, and if there are to be civil 
rights for anyone. 


WOULD VOID RIGHT TO 
PETITION 

The red-baiting “charge” against 
the defendants is that they signed 
a nominating petition for a Com- 
munist candidate last Fall. (Only 
10 of the defendants were listed as 
enrolled Communists.) This means 
that the Rose gang has become the 
stormtroopers of the major reac- 
tionary parties for crushing all in- 
dependent movements. How else 
can a minority party (for example, 
the ALP) or an independent candi- 
date get on the ballot except that 
members of other parties in the 
community sign the 2 
petition? 

The Tammany ward heelers, the 
Republican machine will glory in 
this move it—he'ps them suppress 
all progressive and independent 
forces within their own parties. Not 
even the Republican or Democratic 


parties have ever gone as far as 
Rose clique now proposes — they 
don't need to with the Rose gang 
operating. Didn't Rose, Dubinsky 
and Antonini prove its service to 
reaction by presenting the City 
Council to Tammany on a silver 
platter? Following the same line, 
this move is designed to keep Rose 
crowd in control, against the mem- 
bership. 

WHO THE REAL “BORERS” ARE 

The Rose-Dubinsky clique trots 
out the old discredited slander that 
the Communists are “boring from 
within,” or the new angle is that 
the Communists are “par2chuting” 
into the ALP. Didn't the State 
leadership of the ALP accept and 
welcome the support of the Com- 
munists both in its electoral cam- 
paign and in building the organ- 
ization? 

Now Rose “discovers” alleged 
Communist “boring” and par- 
achuting” when he seeks to destroy 
the ALP—when he has joined the 
Roosevelt-Hoover war-mongers in 
an effort to divert the ALP from 
its original progressive purpose. He 
finds in common with the war- 
mongers and red-baiters of all 
breeds, that the Communists are 
“boring” and “parachuting” because 
they fight for peace. 

Actually, it is the Rose gang 
which is boring from. within as 
agents of Wall Street imperialism 
and the administration to drag the 
workers into war. It is Rose’s sub- 
versive policies which threaten to 
split up the ALP into a thousand 
splinters. The conspiratorial 
slander which Rose-Dubinsky now 
fling in the direction of the Com- 
munists is a smokescreen to hide 
their closeted maneuverings to 
keep their dictatorship intact.

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Wild Wolves Attack 
Russians Only

AN FRANCISCO.—The very latest “authentic reports” 
— from Helsinki contain the charming story that Soviet 
soldiers, in addition to being killed by thousands by a mere 
handful of White Guard Finns, are “attacked by hordes of 
wolves.” (It’s a wise wolf that can tell a Finn from a Rus- 
sian, and thus know which one to bite.) 

There may be something to this. But before we elabo- 
rate, we draw attention to the formal statement of the 
Soviet embassy in London, issued last Wednesday, which 
said: 

“Fantastic inventions concerning the progress of the war in 
Finland are being circulated from Helsinki and other Scandinavian 
capitals, Let us warn all and sundry against hasty conclusions based 
on doubtful evidence.” ; 

Of course, the anti-Soviet newspapers that are headlining these 
fantastic inventions as accepted facts, say that the embassy's statement 
is merely an alibi. But kindly give us a bit of attention while we take 
apart just one of the most “authentic” sounding stories from the “most 
reliable” Associated Press.

In last Fridays San Francisco Chronicle on page one, is a story 
headlined “Ski Troops Drive Deep Into Soviet.” It is written by Thomas 
F. Hawkins of the Associated Press, and it is plainly dated in capital 
letters: “WITH FINNISH FORCES ON THE LAKE KIANTA FRONT, 
Jan. 4.” 

The very first paragraph tells us that—"Speedy Finnish ski patrols 
have cut deeply into Russia at several points to encircle remnants of 
the Red Army’s crushed 163rd division, fleeing from defeat administered 
to them six days ago on the shores of this Finnish lake.” 

Now, that sounds like a story from a guy who was right there, doesn't 
But hark to the next paragraph: 


“Reports in Copenhagen, W far unconfirmed by Helsinki author- 
ities, ADDED that the Finns had surrounded a second Russian divi- 
sion in Central Finland BETWEEN LAKE KIANTA AND THE 
BORDER.” (The emphasis in capital letters is mine—H. G.)

Please observe what this second paragraph reveals about the first 
paragraph, and about the date line where Mr. Hawkins is supposed to 
be—“With the Finnish Forces on the Lake Kianta Front.” Is Mr. Hawk- 
ins there at all? It seems doubtful, for his second paragraph says that 
“reports in Copenhagen” not only tell, but ADD — that is, add to what 
was told in the first paragraph, something else that, bless us, is supposed 
to be happening right here on the “Lake Kianta front.” 

What do you make of that, Watson? Read that first paragraph 
over again. Note that it says (supposedly from the “Lake Kianta front”) 
that Finnish ski patrols have, in that precise region, “cut deeply into 
Russia at several points.” Then note that the second paragraph calls 
on Copenhagen, about a thousand miles away across Finland's snow-swept 
forests and the whole length of the Baltic sea, to “ADD” that, in this 
identical region, the Finns have “surrounded” a whole Russian division 
“BETWEEN LAKE KIANTA AND THE BORDER.” 


Now, if Mr. Hawkins actually were “with the Finnish forces on 
the Lake Kianta front,” why does he have to, indeed how can he, 
consult reports in Copenhagen to find out what is going on right 
where he is? 

And, further, if, being on the spot, he can verify that Finnish ski 
patrols have “cut deeply into Russia at several points”"—how come that 
Copenhagen “adds” the strange fact that “between Lake Kianta and the 
border” Finns have surrounded a Russian division which Mr. Hawkins 
himself evidently knows nothing about? 

How does he know so well that Finn patrols have already crossed 
the border, but knows nothing about those who have surrounded a whole 
army on the near side of that border? Surely, something is fishy about 
Mr. Hawkins of the Associated Press. 


But that isn't all. Mr. Hawkins, way up there in the Finnish woods, 
“with the Finnish forces on Lake Kianta,” also (after some intermediate 
paragraphs telling of “hand to hand guerrilla fighting”) takes up his 
oulja board and in the eighth paragraph says: 

“Reports received at Bergen, Norway, said unidentified planes bombed 
the Finnish Arctic port of Liinahamari, for the second time today. The 
port has been in Russian hands since early in the war.” 

Now, bear in miind, or look on the map and see, that Bergen, Nor- 
way, is a North Sea port on the lower end of the Scandinavian penin- 
sula, while the bombing it “reports” is way up right near Petsamo, on 
the Arctic. And observe that Mr. Hawkins, who is off in the wild and 
blizzard swept woods in mid-Finland “on the Lake Kianta front” knows | 

«a about this, making a circle, or better said a triangle of at least 2,000 
les without batting an eye. 


Then, in the ninth paragraph, he goes back to “press dispatches 
at Copenhagen” again. And darned if he doesn’t say that— Finnish 
bombers attacked and partly destroyed the new Russian air bases 
on the islands of Dagoe and Oessel off the coast of Esthpnia.” That's 
doing pretty well for a guy up in the woods “with the Finnish forces 
on the Lake Kianta front.” Only we just happened to heard a radio 
item saying that Esthonian officials declare it all imaginary, and 
that a howling blizzard makes it impossible for planes to operate.
